i he Week in the 
Alberta Legislature 

The 1930 session of the Legislature 
of Alberta did not close on tho first 
day of spring as expected, but stands 
adjourned until April 2. The Premier 
must visit Ottawa for further con¬ 
ference on the Natural Resources, and 
anyway, the business of the session 
could hardly have been completed 
even with a Saturday meeting. Thj 
School Bill, the Mines Bill, Teachers’ 
Pensions, and Government Owner¬ 
ship provided the fireworks for an in- 
teresteng week. Other bills mads 
progress, ar.d on Friday, 37 of thorn 
became acts by consent of Lt.-Gov. 
Egbert. , 

On Monday afternoon ths motion 
standing in the name of Hector Lang, 
Lang, Lib., Medic ne Hat, asking for 
l Committee of the House to study 
Teachers’ Pensions and to bring in a 
draft scheme next session was de¬ 
feated by the comb’ned Government 
and Conservative vote. Mr. Lang re¬ 
minded the House that last year the 
members had accepted his motion to 
give immediate relief to the teachers 
then incapacitated by old ago or ill- 
health ar.d that such teachers were 
now receiving rele^ef. He went on to 
show that pensions would cut down 
the great turnover in the profession. 

He outlined the Teachers’ Alliance 
scheme by which the teachers would 
pay 3 p.c. of their salaries and the 
province, $130,000, providing pensions 
from $480 up to $1,500 a year. The 
Minister of Education made a survey 
of schemes now en operation but con¬ 
sidered none suitable for this pro¬ 
vince. J. T. Shaw, Lib., Bow Valley, 
thought the pensions would be of ad¬ 
vantage both to the teaching profess¬ 
ion and to the Province. C. L. Gibbs, 

Labor, Kdmonton, an active teacher, 
felt that Mr. Baker was really sym¬ 
pathetic, but his sympathees were so 
deeply buried that they rarely came 
to the surface. He suggested that the 
Minister lacked a philosophy of Educ¬ 
ation. To digress a moment: all the 
nembers are provided with swivel 
chairs and the Premier alone has the 
rocking habit. As Mr. Gibb3 spoke 
the Premier rocked faster ar.d faster 
and that was a sign that something 
was going to he said. When Mr. Gibbs 
stopped the Premier rose with battle 
n his eye. The Minister of Education 
las a philosophy of Education he said 
and went on to state that he was not 
convinced that a pension scheme 
vould make such a marked difference 
in the turnover. The young rural 
teacher getting $1200 would r.ot hi 
greatly interested in a matter of $30 
a year. The plans used in the other 
provinces were not actuarially sound 
nd the government was not going 
into a scheme which might involve 
great outlay in the years to come.

OF PEACE

youth of the world than has Rober. 
Baden-Powell, r.ew Lo:d <f Gilwcll, 
the founder of the Boy Scout move¬ 
ment and the Chief Scout of th( | 
World. Many great men have sue 
ceeded in influencing the conduct of 
their own nations through a lifetime 
of effort, but the Boy Scout move¬ 
ment, of which Lord Baden-Powell ir 
founder and active leader, has exert¬ 
ed a peculiar influence for good upor. 
the boyhood and young manhood of 
the entire world. 

It is of especial significance, too, at 
this time, when the leaders of th? 
nations are considering the possibil 
ity of world peace that this former 
soldier of Britain, once best knowr 
as “the hero of Mafeking," has allied 
himself with those who believe pea*re 
h natmiib possible. l . »»« » •- t, . 
has known the horrors of war, no on 
is better qualified to lead the great¬ 
est army of youth in history toward 
the goal of peace. 

It is the belief of Loid Baden- 
Powell that world peace can be ench- 
anced by teaching boys of all nation -3 
that in reality they are brothers, 
deserving of an equal chance to lead 
useful and happy lives. To th’s ideal 
through tho world-wide Scouting 
program, he ha3 pointed the eyc3 of 
many. 

His farewell to the thousands of 
Scouts from seventy-three differen* 
lands who attended the World Scout 
Jambree at Arrow Park. Birkenhead, 
Eng., last summer is still ringing in 
the hearts of those who heard it: 

From all corners of the earth you j 
have journeyed to this great gather¬ 
ing of world fellowship and brother¬ 
hood. Today I send you out from 
Arrowe to all the world, each one of 
you my ambassador bearing my mess 
age of love and fellowship on the 
wings of sacrifice and service, to the 
ends of the earth. From now on the 
Scout symbol of peace is the Golden 
Arrow. Carry it fast and far so that 
all men may know the brotherhood cf 
man. 

They are indeed stirring words con¬ 
tained in the message of tibia man 
who has fired the hearts of boys with 
the ideal of brotherhood service and 
peace.
